nor would such a system be tolerated. Impressment 
we have virtually given up; for though impressment 
warrants may legally be issued, nothing but the loss 
of'a fleet would authorise their issue. In case ofa 
regular war with France, or any other maritime 
Power, an embargo would be laid upon our shipping, 
and this would disengage many thousands of blue- 
jackets, whose loyalty would require no bounty to 
induce them to serve their Queen and country. But 
an idea has got abroad that it is not a regular war 
we have to guard against, but a surprise, and this 
requires that a large body of able seamen should be 
ready at the shortest notice. 

Two letters on this subject were published in the 
Times of Tuesday—one from our old friend Sir 
Charles Napier, the other from Sir M. F. Berkeley. 
The latter deals merely with the defence'of the Chan- 
nel; the former treats fully upon the question of 
Manning the Navy. Sir C. Napier must have hús 
growl, and, consequently, he censures many of the 
hardships from which the seaman is already relieved. 
There are, however, several points in his letter deser- 
ving of serious consideration. He asks, for instance, 
“ What is to hinder one of the Channel ships sailing for 
“ the Mediterranean, and one of the Mediterranean 
“ ships sailing for England the same day, thus giving 
“the men an opportunity of seeing their friends a 
“little oftener ? A merchant sailor is never 
“ absent more than a year; but a man-of-war’s man, 
“may be four or five years from home at a time.” 

Sir C. Napier recommends also that when a ship 
is in want of repairs, instead of paying off a crew in 
a high state of discipline, the Admiral superintending 
should move all hands into another ship ready to re- 
ceive them, taking with them all the little comforts 
they have gathered about them. He thinks, too, 
that no ship should be commissioned till she is per- 
fectly ready to receive her men, and that discipline 
ought to begin the first day the pennant is hoisted. 

Sir Charles’ plan for manning a “ reserve’ Chan- 
nel Fleet is but a modification of a view he has already 
placed prominently before the public. Supposing 
we have a Channel Fleet of 10 sail of theline, manned 
by 800 officers, men and boys, and 200 marines. 
In time of war, an additional hundred of marines 
should be embarked, and one watch should be dis- 
charged into another ship ready to receive them, 
and this would give us at once 20 sail of the line, 
manned each by 650 men—the officers, boys, and 
idlers would amount to 150 more. In peace, Sir 
Charles thinks the marines ought to garrison all our 
coast fortresses, but in time of war the marines 
should be embarked, and the militia be called out to 
replace the marines in our seaport towns. They 
would thus have ample time to be disciplined, pro- 
tected by the fleet, and in one month's time the 
country would be armed to the teeth, “and ready to 
“ fight any two nations that thought proper to attack 
ms” 

One crying grievance exists in Greenwich Hospital 
which should at once be removed. When an officer 
goes into Greenwich Hospital he retains his half-pay, 
and, if wounded, his pension; but when a sailor or 
marine goes there he loses his pension, and if he happen 
to be wounded he loses his gratuity for that also. Sir 
C. Napier proposes that Greenwich Hospital shoul. 
be got rid of, and the revenue be given over to worn 
and wounded men, who would thus have a handsome 
retirement, and live at home with their friends, in- 
stead of living in splendid misery in Greenwich. 

These improvements may be attended with con- 
siderable benefit to the seamen, and may facilitate 
the acquisition of men in case of a surprise. But, 
after all, is a surprise to be thought of ? Can 50,000 
men and an immense fleet of transports and levies be 
collected without our knowing the fact until they are 
off our coasts ? Will not the telegraph inform us, 
as it does now, of every movement in the French 
ports? What use is Alderney, unless from it 
we are enabled to check-mate an _ invasion, 
and seal up the French fleet in their 
own harbours? And in time of war we 
never wanted men. Give Jack but a chance 
of meeting an enemy, whisper to him the magic 
words, prize money and captured ships towed astern, 
and he will fly from the monotonous life of the 
Merchant Service to the romantic and bustling ser- 
vice of the Royal Navy. We have wanted men 
simply because we were at peace, and our blue 
jackets took short trips in the merchant service and 
pleasant runs ashore. Let but a single gun be fired 
in anger, and then we shall find it diffieult to pro- 
vide ships for our men, not men for our ships.

His consent binds himself, but it does not bind the 
Tuscans and Modenese, who have now taken the matter 
into theirown hands. They and the inhabitants of the 
Romagna have been placed in a state of revolution by 
events over which they originally had no control. Legi- 
timate government ceased by the flight of the Sovereigns, 
and they have now organised for themselves institutions 
with which no one has a right to interfere. Both 
Austria and France have consented to the return of the 
Dukes, but the former has equally bound herself not 
to interfere by arms in Italy, and the latter is not 
obliged to take any stepsin the affair. Let them both 
abide by the decision of the people whose interests are 
exclusively involved. If Tuscany replaces the Grand 
Duke, and the Romagna submits to the Pope, well 
and good ; but if they resist the friendly advices of the 
two Powers, then the French Emperor may with a good 
conscience say that his promises have been literally 
performed.

Whether it be a sign of decadence or not we do not 
undertake to say, but it is certain that the Roman 
Catholic Church does not exhibit just now that tact and 
cunning with which even her adversaries have been 
compelled to credit her. Not to mention higher motives, 
the most ordinary prudence would seem to counsel a 
very different policy from that pursued at present with 
unswerving obstinacy by the counsellors of Pio Nono, 
and the obedient servants of the Papal Government in 
every corner of Europe. A merchant has been known 
to offer luxurious entertaintients to his confiding 
friends, and to assume the tone of a man whose 
solvency is beyond dispute, abt the very momont 
when he is meditating a pleasant trip across the 
Atlantic. But this is not an example to be followed 
by ecclesiastical authorities, whose chief business it 
ought to be to preach and practise all the Christian vir- 
tues. All Europe is now ringing with complaints of the 
Papal Government ; the Holy See is deprived, at all 
events for the time being, of one of its most flourishing 
provinces ; the Supreme Pontiff is little better thati a 
prisoner in his own capital ; and yet to read the lan- 
guage of the Roman Catholic bishops one would believe 
that Pio Nono is seated as securely on his throne as 
the most powerful and the most arrogant of his prede- 
cessors. Here is Dr. MacHale, the once dreaded John of 
Tuam, writing a threatening letter to Lord Palmerston, 
and informing the noble Premier that it is in vain 
to contend against Rome. Her vigour is not weakened. 
Kings may rage and peoples may meditate foolish 
things,” but “ as the oldest dynasty in Europe is but 
as if of yesterday compared to this patrimony of St. 
Peter, it will remain intact, shielded by the Providence 
that created it, after witnessing successive kingdoms 
and empires pass away.”

Yesterday ing our columns con- 
tained the latest contributions to the public stock of 
knowledge in the remarks of two Admirals—Sir Charles 
Napier and Sir Maurice Berkeley—on this most inter- 
esting topic. Both these authorities have spoken before, 
but both are entitled, whenever they speak, to attention 
and respect. Sir Charles Napier, indeed, has the credit of 
having proposed two or three years ago a certain scheme 
which, after all our experiments, appears still the best 
for its especial purpose. Gmail 

It must not be forgotten that the guestion is not 
actually simple, but diwisible into two or three 
branches. First in order comes, of course, the ordi- 
nary subply of the Navy in times of peace, and here we 
are ass little difficulty now remains. The improve- 
ments which have been introduced into the service have 
proved sufficient, as the Royal Commissioners some 
months ago reported, to attract as many good seamen 
as the fleet requires. Sir Charles Napier, indeed, ob- 
serves that the only difficulty is to keep within the pre- 
scribed bounds, and to confine the entries of seamen to 
the regular 40,000 or so voted by Parliament. The 
case, in fact, is exactly analogous to that of the 
Army as we recently described it. Any actual 
establishment, large or small, can be easily maintained 
by the machinery organised for the purpose, Just as in 
the last wars we could always supply any demand for 
men, however enormous. The pinch comes when a 
sudden augmentation is necessary—-when we want, as 

Admiral Berkeley expresses it, “ thousands of skilled 
artisans at almost an hour’s warning,” and this diffi- 
culty, as everybody can see, must prove considerable. It 
happens, however, that even this perplexing part of the 
question is in some degree connected with the points to 
which we have just referred. The more attractive the 
service is rendered in its ordinary aspect the greater 
will be the facility of extending it on emergency. At 
present its allurements make the supply sufficient, 
but, if they were increased, the press for admission 
would be greater, and consequently the influx greater 
also whenever the doors were thrown open a little 
wider. Sir Charles Napier’s letter to the Duke of So- 
merset indicates many points of detail on which, at 
little or no expense tothe country, improvements might 
be made considerably to the satisfaction of the sailor. 
A little more judgment in dealing with the menon their 
first joining ; a little more attention to their comforts 
and wants ; a little better management in the matter of 
discipline ; and a little more indulgence while the ship 
isin port ;—all these are concessions which would cost 
nothing, and yet go a good way towards gratifying the 
seamen. 

The great question ofall, however, is how to obtain 
10,000 or 20,000 trained sailors at the shortest notice. 
If we choose to keep these men permanently cn t'e 
establishment, in addition to its ordinary strength, we 
could do so; but this would increase the permanent 
charge in proportion—a result by no means desirable. 
Every expedient, therefore, must take the form of a 
modified wage for modified service. A Naval Reserve 
must necessarily mean a body of men who, in con- 
sideration of some small pay or gratuity, will undertake 
not to serve actually, but to be ready to do so When 
called upon. What should be the amount of this 
pay, or what the particular conditions attached 
to it, we shall not at present discuss. Some 
suggestions on the point will be found in Sir 
Charles Napier’s letter; and his remark that the terms, 
after all, must ultimately be settled by bargain with the 
men themselves, is probably a sound one. There are 
men enough to be had if we can but hit upon the-best 
scheme for retainingthem. It is, as Sir Charles says, 
“purely a money question,” at least in one sense ; but 
it is alsoa question of administration in another, for the 
objcot io eo to arrange theterms of the contingent service 
that the least amount of current pay will suffice to en- 
sure it. If we choose to find the men full pay we can 
command them absolutely; if we do not choose to find 
them any pay, we shall have no hold on them at all. 
Those are the two extremes, but between them there is 
a medium by which the interests of the Exchequer as 
well as the claims of the sailor may be fairly con- 
sulted. 

With respect to the contingency of sudden war we 
have seen no suggestion throughout all these discussions 
superior to that offered by Sir Charles Napier a year or 
two since. Keep, says he, a respectable Channel Fleet 
of some 10 sail of the line. Man all these vessels tho- 
roughly with able seamen, and reduce by one half their 
complements of marines, so that the proportion of blue- 
jackets may be even in excess. On the outbreak of 
war turn half of each ship’s crew over to another ship 
of the same rate, and fill up all with marines. This 
would instantly give us 30 sail of the line instead of 
10, and so double our available force, independently of 
the reserve, without the loss of a miinute. The 
marines could be drawn from the garrisons of our sea- 
ports, and their places taken by the militia, which, 
* protected by the fleet, would have ample time to be 
disciplined, and thus in one month the country would be 
armed to the teeth, and ready to fight any two nations 
that thought proper to attack us.” This appears to us 
a very simple and practicable proposition. It combines 
the resources of our marine corps, about which so mach 
has lately been said, with those of the Navy itself in the 
best proportions, and enables us to draw the greatest 
assistance from one service as well as the other. 

Sir Maurice Berkeley opens an ulterior view of the 
question. He thinks that we should provide ourselves 
not only with a Channel Fleet, but with a Channel force 
—with a force, that is to say, which would serve to pro- 
tect our shores even in the event of an unsuccessful 
action on the part of our Channel Fleet. For this pur- 
pose he would resort to means which we fortunately 
possess in some abundance—small araít and gunboats; 
and he conceives that a swarm of these vessels, heavily 

armed as they would be, and easily manned, would suf- 
fice to repel any attempt at invasion, even if we should 
have lost for a time the command of the Channel. As 
regards the manning, it is highly probable that crews 
for such craft as these, strictly devoted to coast 
service, would be raised without much difficulty, but 
the relative merits of gunboats and larger vessels in- 
volve a question which is still undecided. On behalf 
of Admiral Berkeley’s theory there is,no doubt, 
something to besaid. Now that small vessels carry 
metal as heavy as that of larger ones, and the ¢ifference 
of armaments lies not in the calibre, but only in the 
number of their carinon, it seems to follow that 50 guns 
distributed among 25 or even 50 vessels must be as 
formidable as the same number of pieces concentrated in a 
single battery, while it is clear that the advantage would 
be all on the side of those exposing the least surface 
to hostile attack.

HER MAJESTY AT PENRYHN CASTLE. 
_ Her Majesty’s arrival at Bangor on Saturday even- 
ing raised a great deal of loyal enthusiasm among the 
inhabitants, which found vent in the erection of numer- 
ous triumphal arches, flags, and decorations. There 
were as many as half-a-dozen triumphal arches of 
various designs, two of them representing very prettily 
in mimiature the great engineering works in the neigh- 
bourhood—the Menai and the Britannia Bridges. On 
the elevated ground facing Dew’s British Hotel, itself 
very tastefully decorated, a series of terraces had been 
formed on the green sward, where the school children of 
the neighbourhood, to the number of some 2,000, each 
holding in one hand a little flag, were accommodated. 
A great number of banners,bearing appropriate mottoes, 
were suspended from the windows of the principal 
houses, and in some instances across the street. All 
the chief establishments made a very creditable display, 
and about 5,000 workmen employed upon the Penryhn 
estate were permitted toline the route of her Majesty’s 
progress from the park gates at the outskirts of the town 
to the castle. 

At half-past five o’clock, Colonel the Hon. Douglas 

tcame from the castle to receive her Majesty. 
The gallant colonel, who was accompanied by his second 
son-—the eldest being on a tour in the United States-— 
was very well received, and having inspected the 
arrangements, expressed his full approval of everything 
that had been done. The train was due at 20 minutes 
to six o'clock, and ust previously a pilot engine emer- 
ging fromthe tunnel south of the Bangor station an- 
nounced the close proximity of her Majesty. 

The Royal trainarrived within its appointed time, and 
having been brought to a stand opposite the platform, 
Colonel Pennant advanced and made his obeisance. 
The Queen and Prince Consort now alighted, and were 
conducted by Colonel Pennant to his carriage, which 
was in waiting to convey the Royal party to the castle. 
Colonel Pennant then galloped forward to be in readi- 
ness to welcome her Majesty at the castle. The evening 
was very fine, and her Majesty’s progress was witnessed 
with intense interest by the spectators, many of whom 
had been upon the ground since four o'clock, There 
was a great deal of loyal enthusiasm on the part of the 
people, but more would have been exhibited if the jour- 
ney of the Royal party had been somewhat less rapid 
through the town. 

On arriving at Penrhyn Castle the Queen was received 
in the great entrance hall by Lady Louisa Douglas Pen- 
nant, who was graciously saluted by her Majesty. The 
Queen, having been conducted by Lady Louisa to the 
suite of apartments prepared for her recéption, remain- 
ed in privacy until just before dinner was announced. 
Her Majesty at this moment entered the drawingroom, 
and the several guests honoured with invitations to the 
castle were formally presented to the Sovereign. At 
eight o’clock dinner was served in the banqueting-room. 
As the Queen entered Colonel Pennant’s private band, 
formed of young men employed in his slate quarries, 
which was stationed in the music gallery, played the 
National Anthem. 

A grand display of fireworks on the summit of one of 
the adjacent mountains took place after dark. The ship- 
ping in the Penrhyn docks exhibited blue lights, and al- 
most every house in the town of Bangor was more or 
less tastefully illuminated. 

The Queen retired at eleven o'clock, and yesterday, 
although the weather was very unfavourable, her Ma- 
jesty and the Prince Consort, accompanied by Prince 
Arthur and the Princesses, walked in the grounds adja- 
cent to the castle. 

At eleven o'clock the Queen and the Royal Family 
attended Divine service in the private chapel of the 
castle. At four o’clock the Prince Consort, with the 
Duke of Newcastle and Colonel Pennant, drove to the 
Penrhyn slate quarries, where neafly 3,000 men are 
constantly employed. The Prince occupied more than 
an hour in his examination of this interesting locality, 
and on returning drove through the model village of 
Llandeghi wholly occupied by workmen in the service 
of Colonel Pennant, who ve Be a liberal provision for 
the intellectual culture and moral comfort of all his 
dependents. While in this village the Prince was 
joined by her Majesty, who, although the afternson 
was very wet and disagreeable, had driven over from 
the castle in an open pony phaeton with Lady Louisa 
to see the place. 

The Queen was up early next morning, and avail- 
ing herself of the fineness of the day took a walk in the 
grounds with the Princesses and Prince Arthur. At 
ten o'clock, accompanied by Lady Louisa Douglas Pen- 
nant and the company staying at the castle, her recs 
again went out into the grounds and planted an oa 
sapling in a prominent position upon the lawn; the 
Prince Arthur at the same time planting a young 


ar. 

On the return of the Prince Consort from his visit to 
the Great Eastern, preparations were made for the im- 
mediate d ure of the Queen. The town was 
throoged with spectators, and all the arrangements for 
giving due honour to her Mujesty were carried out as 
upon her arrival on Saturday. 

The Queen left the castle at ten minutes after eleven 
o’clock, and proceeded to the station in an open phae- 
ton drawn by four horses, and p by ou s. 
Her Majesty was received with acclamations along the 
whole line of route.

The manner and power with which Mr. Connolly 
proved every statement he made in defence of the Bible 
cannot but have made a lasting impression on every 

thinking mind who heard him. 

The discussion is now over: let us see what can be 
learned from it. 

I would first mention that we learned this great lesson 
—That we should always endeavour to hear both sides 
of a question. 

Had not the discussion been held, few could believe 
that any man could have the hardihood to forge what 
might so easily have been discovered, and to pub- 
lish as texts of the Sacred Scriptures passages nowhere 
to be found in their inspired pages. 

We see thereby that we should never trust man, when 
engaged in supporting his own peculiar views, not even 
when professing to quote Scripture. The most learned 
men often misquote, or garble extracts from God’s Word. 

As an example, I would simply ask you to read a pas- 

sage given in Arcnbishop MacHale’s Catechism, less 

xxix., as a quotation from St. James:—‘“If a man be 
sick among you, let him bring the priest; let him 
anoint him, praying over him, and if he is in sins they 
will be forgiven him.”—James v.14. Now, if any of 
my readers will take the trouble of comparing this pas- 
sage with the text in St. James (R. C. Bible), he will 
see that the writer left out very important words, which 
alter the meaning materially. 


especially to the subject of mistranslation, it will be 
seen that the Bible is its own interpreter. If one text 
is or appears to be obscure, it can be explained by 
other texts contained in the Holy Book itself, and that, 
as Mr. Marcus himself acknowledged in the book which 
he now barefacedly denies, the Bible is a sufficient rule 
of faith:—“ God forbid that I should say thatthe Eng- 
lish Translation is a bad one, and not to be trusted. On 
the contrary, I would say the English Translation is a 
good one, and to be trusted ; but to say the translation is 
perfect, and free from error, I dare not. I rejoice to say, 
that every thing that is necessary for the sinner’s salvation 
isSclearly revealed in the translation, so that he who runs 
may read.”—Habakuk. ii. 2. “ Yes, J verily beileve that 
the English Translation, as it stands, without a single cor - 
rection, is of itself, sufficient for the conversion of sinners, 
for ‘The law of God is perfect, converting the soul.’ ’’— 
Psalm xix.7. “And here lam glad to have an oppor- 
tunity of saying, that the Israelites of the present day are 
delighted to see the Scriptures circulated.””—Mykur 
Hayem, page 360, 
Finally, for the first time, and I sincerely hope not the 
last time, we have seen it possible to discuss religion, as 
we do other things, without rancorous feeling or bitter 
hatred. Protestants and Roman Catholics blended to- 
gether at the late discussion, and as friends, There 
was no exhibition of party triumph on the side of the 
Protestants, nor of angry disappointment on that of 
the Roman Catholic. Nothing occurred to disturb 
the wonderful harmony of the evening. To God be all 
the praise!

Why should we fall out he- 
cause we differ ? Why should men be blamed because 
they tell you what they conscientiously believe to be 
the truth ?

Two 
passengers were on board at the time of capture, re- 
ported as Spaniards, and without passports, and they 
were suspected to be the supercargoes. They were 
sent to Fernando Po, with the crew of the vessel, the 
captain, carpenter, and cook excepted, who were still 
on board when the vessel arrived. The Laure is an 
old French ship, of 260 tons burthen, hailing from Bor- 
deaux, and is reported a fast sailer. 

From Chili we learn that events have recently taken 
place which show that the revolutionary spirit is not 
yet quenched in the republic. A revolt has been dis- 
covered in the Constitution. An insurrection of pri- 
soners in one of the southern provinces has taken place, 
an attempt was made to seize the waggons of the Co- 
piapo Railroad at Pabellon. In view of this unsettled 
state of affairs the President has asked Congress fur an 
extension to the Ist of November, 1860, of the extraor- 
dinary powers he at present holds, and after some 
discussion this has been granted.

THE DEFENCE OF THE CHANNEL. 


The following letter has been addressed by Sir M. 
F.¥. Berkeley, K.C.B., to Sir Francis T. Baring, 
Bart.,on the Naval Reserve Bill and Defence of the 
Channel :— 

“ My dear Sir Francis,—Accept my best thanks for 
the copy of your speech on the Naval Reserve Bill. I 
am aware that it isnot published for sale, but for those 
friends whom you deem to take an interest in this vital 
question, and who, like myself, have turned their at- 
tention to it. 

“TI regret I cannot take the same favourable view of 
the bill as yourself. I have a very strong and decided 
opinion on the subject of a reserve, and more parti- 
cularly areserve calculated for Channel defence, and 
the defence of our coasts generally. I look upon that 
defence as paramount to all; but when I hear and 
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it,had it been thought right to examine me. From the 
moment I went to the Board of Admiralty, have stre- 
nuously advocated the necessity of an available reserve to 
a large extent. To meet the objections ofall, to combat 
the prejudices of others, the subject must be well studied. 
Carrying out details and making regulations are not the 
least difficult part. The constant change of boards-—- 
above all, the frequent change of the individual at the head 
of the board---renders it almost a hopeless task--it requires 
persevcrance in one system in detail as well as a whole. No 
scheme can prosper thgt is so constantly altered, and, 
above all, any scheme on the subject of manning the 
navy, as well as establishing a reserve, must be steadily 
persevered in, and the one end kept constantly in view. 
There are two distinct requirements---how to ensure 
the services of a large body of able seamen at the 
shortest possible notice for your fleets and cruisers, 
necessary all over the world ; and how, at the same 
time, and at equally short notice, to bring together a 
strong force of seafaring men, sufficient to defend the 
Channel and repel invasion. ‘The latter is the more 
easily accomplished of the two. Both are absolutely 
necessary to our existence as a great nation, and when 
the subject shall be undertaken in real earnest I haye 
no fear but both may be accomplished, although the 
measures recently adopted with respect to bounty have 
increased the difficulty,and cannot but be prejudicial 
to the formation of any permanent reserve, most as- 
suredly rendering it more expensive.— Yours einccrely,

MANNING THE NAVY. 


Sir Charles Napier presents his compliments to the 
editor ofthe Times, and requests he will have the kind- 
ness to publish the enclosed letter. 

Oct. 17. 

“TO THE DUKE OF SOMERSET, FIRST LORD OF THE 

ADMIRALTY. 

“My Lord,—Asthe country seems determined that 
the navy should be in an efficient state, and more popu- 
lar than it has been, 1 begto point out to your grace 
what changes appear to me necessary to accomplish that 
object; and, having done so, [shall then examine into 
the plan for the pronewe reserve. 

“When a sudden” augmentation of the navy is re- 
quired and ships are commissioned, the marines, 
boys and officers, are appointed, and part of the 
petty (ficers rd idlers are obtained without 
much difficulty. In this state thé ship remains 
months, having the most expensive part of her 
crew on board. Thus we have two ships in comimission, 
one with a full crew on board waiting to be relieved, 
and another, with perhaps a third of her crew, walting 
for men. This has been going on ever since the 
peace of 1815; and, although we have an Admiralty 
costing upwards of 100,000/. a year, no board has ever 
hit on a method of manning the navy economically and 
expeditiously ; and if Parliament had not induced the 
late Board of Admiralty to appoint a commission of 
inquiry we might have remained in the same state for 
the next 20 years, secing other nations manning their 
fleets without difficulty, and this great maritime coun- 
try helpless, with material in abundance, but the per- 
sonnel to set that material in motion not to be had. 
Surely there must be somethiiig Wrong, but that some- 
thing no Admiralty has been abie to discover. 

“It is admitted that when men are voted and entered 
there is no difficulty in keeping up the number ; the 
difficulty is to keep under the vote; but the moment 
an emergency arrives and some thousands, or indeed 
hundreds, are wanted, weare all abroad. This is not 
surprising, as the sailors are employed in the different 
trades, and they will not leave their émploymient to 
enter the navy unless it is made worth their while ; and 
expefience tells us we have never yet come up to 
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begged so hard, 
e nothing to improve it, succeeded

“ The public are not aware that when an officer goes 
into Greenwich Hospital he retains his half-pay, and if 
wounded, his pension ; but when a sailor or marine goes 
there he loses his pension, and if he happemto be wounded 
he loses that also. No matter if he both his legs 
—uay, and both arms te boot—he gets no more indul- 

ce than the man who goes into Greenwich for his 

ngth of service—viz., 1s a week tobacco money. A 
wounded sailor ought certainly to preserve his pension 
for wounds, and a simple pensioner should have 6d. a 
day. 
cWere Greenwich Hospital got rid of, and the revenue 
given over to worn-out and wounded men, they would 
have ahandsome retirement and live at home with their 
friends in happiness and comfort, instead of living in 
splendid misery at Greenwich. A man applied to me 
some time ago, I think for a pension. The following 
was the red-tape reply of the Admiralty :—‘ You may 
attend at the Admiralty-office, Somerset-house, if you 
think proper, on the first Thursday in any month, at 10 
o’clock a.m., for examination as to your claim for this 
indulgence ; but I am to add, that unless you are very 
old, and altogether disabled (from wounds or hurts), you 
will stand very little chance of admission.—-James 
Chapman, 22, Shore-street, Dundee.’ 

“ Now, my lord, it was very easy for the Secretary of 
the Admiralty to write such a letter. But where was a 
worn-out old man to find money to convey him to Somer- 
set House on the chance of getting into Greenwich Hos- 
pital? This I pointed out to the Admiralty, and sug- 
gested he should be surveyed at Dundee. ‘This was not 
complied with, but I received another letter, saying if he 
came to town he should be admitted and taken care of 
at Rockingham House. This was something better, but 
how he is to get to town I do not know. 

“ When men receive a rupture in the service they only 
get = of £5 or £6, and if they cannot do a man’s 
work they must go to the union; and yet we are told 
one of the great encouragements to men to enter the navy 
is being taken care of, if disabled in the service. 

“I now come, my lord duke, to the projected reserve, 
and if the ameliorations I have recommended be carried 
out, I do not believe there would be any great difficulty 
in forming it. 

“Tt seems now; understood we are always to have a 
Channel Fleet, and if any attempt is made by the House 
of Commons to destroy it, 1 hope we shall have a Prime 
Minister who has virtue énough to resign his place, and 
independence to tell the House of Commons that with- 
out a fleet he will not be responsible for the safety of 
the country; and if we have not a Minister capable of 
doing so, I trust we shall have an Admiralty who will 
not serve under sucha Minister. Depend upon it, my 
lord duke, it will never come to that. No House of 
Conimons would eVer think of reducing the navy con- 
trary to the opinion of the Government, and the country 
would never allow the House of Commons to do any- 
thing of the sort. Well, I shall suppose we have a Chan- 
nel Fleet of ten sail of the line, and, for the sake of 
clearness, they should be manned with 800 officers, men 
and boys, and 200 marines. All the blue jackets ought 
to be able seamen. In time of peace only 100 marines 
should be embarked, and their number filled up by A.B.’s. 
I don’t mean to reduce the marines ; quite the contrary. 
They shvuld be increased and the seaport towns garrison- 
ed by them. 

“In the event of war, one watch should be discharged 
into another ship ready to receive them, and the ma- 
rines completed. ‘This would give us at once 20 sail of 
the line, manned with 650 men. The officers, boys, 
and idlers (which are easily obtained ), would amount to 
150 more. 

‘Tu complete them we are obliged at present to full 
back on the coastguard and coast volunteers. The first 
being drafted would endanger the revenue ; and the 
seeond would be comparatively useless, as they are not 
obliged to go more than 100 leagues from the land; be- 
sides destroying your fleet fur the defence of the coast, 
‘all of which should be efficient ships,’ and never touch- 
ed till the last extremity. It is to obviate this that we 
are now searching for a reserve of discipliacd seamen to 
the extent of 30,000 men. 

“On thefirst breaking out of the war we must not sup- 
pose that twenty sail of the line and ten sail of the coast 
ships, which can only be considered sea-militia, would 
be sufficient for the home st&tions, and to reinforce our 
squadrons abroad. It is for that purpose that the 30,000 
men are required, and that the marines shou!d garrison 
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rry 
pleted the costume of as ill-favoured a person as 
be conceived. 
The first witness cxamined was the brother of the

wife close behind them ; witness had not walked more 
than six yards when Darby, one of the prisoners, 
advayced from the side of the bridge, and attempted to 
strike witness with a loaded whip which he held in his 
hand, at the same time tripping him and brisging him 
upon his kne@; witness said, “What did you dothat 
for ?” when Darby replied, “ ‘Tom, I did not think it was 
you was in it:’*hearing this altercation, the deceased turned 
round, and asked witness “ what happened him ?” upon 
which the prisoner Egan made his appearance, and said, 
“What can you make about it ?” at the same mo- 
ment striking the deceased on the head with a stick, and 
staggering him ; and ashe was falling, Darby stepped a 
few paces back, and with one blow of the whip-handle 
smashed the skull of the deceased; Darby and Egan 
then both screamed out for the “ big navvy,” meaning 
Nevin, who ran away when he saw what had 
occurred ; witness ran for the police, and met three 
constables coming towards him, to whom he described 
the prisoners.

Anthony Gilligan was also examined, and at first 
denied that he was present when the murder was com- 
mitted, and swore that “ he had no knowledge” of the 
prisoners whatever ; but on a threat of committal 
he corroborated all the facts of the case given by the first 
witness. 

The Jury, without hesitation, returned the following 
verdict :--- 

“We find that the deceased, Patrick Lyons, came by 


rom injuries inflicted on his head by Henry Darby and 
fichael Egan, by some blunt instrument,” 

The coroner at once made out a warrant of committal 
and the prisoners were forwarded to the county gaol at 
Mullingar, by the evening train. 

The constables are deserving of the highest credit for 
the prompt arrest of these men. Darby was found con- 
cealed in a field outside the town, within an hour after 
the crime was committed; and Egan "was arrested sleep- 
ing in a field on the following Sunday morning, on his 
way, it is supposed, to kindred spirits in the King’s County 
or Tipperary.
